ZYMOTIC  CLASS. 

This  Class  accounted  for  27  deaths,  22  being  under  5 years  of  age. 
This  would  give  an  average  of  P09  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and 
166-2  per  1,000  deaths.  These  deaths  were  caused  by: — Scarlatina,  7; 
Membraneous  Croup,  2 ; Puerperal  Fever,  4 ; Measles,  12  ; and  Diarrhoea,  2 
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Sickness  from  this  Class  is  as  follows  : — 

Scarlatina. — This  fever  has  been  less  prevalent  during  this  year  than 
it  was  during  the  year  1892  when  623  cases  were  reported.

The  type  ef  Fever  has  been  so  mild  that,  I am  sure,  very  many  cases 
have  passed  observation  and  not  been  reported,  and  have,  therefore,  been 
the  means  of  spreading  the  complaint. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  deal  adequately  with  a Fever  of  this  kind 
in  a working  town  such  as  Llanelly.  If  one  of  the  two  or  three  bedrooms 
in  a working-man’s  house  is  given  to  the  sick  person,  there  occurs  so 
much  commuoication  between  the  sick  room  and  the  rest  of  the  house, 
not  to  mention  in  some  instances  overcrowding  of  the  other  rooms,  that 
the  attempt  at  isolation  of  this  kind  becomes  a farce. 

When  a case  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  reported,  the  children  from  this 
house  are  kept  away  from  School  for  one  month,  the  parents  told  the 
dangers  of  the  complaint,  and  the  precaution  necessary  to  be  taken  and  a 
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six-ounce  bottle  of  Carbolised  Oil  given  for  the  oiling  of  the  skin.  To 
my  mind,  there  is  only  one  way  of  stamping  out  fever  of  this  kind,  and 
that  is  by  the  compulsory  isolation  of  the  earlier  cases  in  a hospital. 

Enteric  Eever. — Only  six  cases  of  this  fever  were  reported  during 
the  year,  not  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  They  occurred  in  the  following 
localities  July  13th,  at  Oolumbia-row  : July  14th,  at  M array-street, 
there  occurred  two  cases,  another  was  reported  on  August  4th.  I was 
unable  to  ascertain  the  cause.  July  18th,  at  7,  George-street,  there 
occurred  one  case,  and  on  investigation,  I found  the  cistern  of  the  water- 
closet  out  of  order,  and  the  drain  choked ; this  was  rectified  immediately. 
The  other  case  appeared  in  2,  Foundry-row,  Wern. 

In  all  these  cases  the  drains  were  examined  and  disinfectants  used. 

Diphtheria. — Two  sporadic  cases  of  this  affection  came  under  my 
notice. 

Measles. — In  my  last  Annual  Deport  I drew  your  attention  to  the 
then  prevailing  epidemic  of  Measles,  which  raged  during  the  months  of 
October,  November,  and  December,  and  caused  the  deaths  of  many 
children.  I am  pleased  to  state  that  this  complaint  practically  disap- 
peared in  February,  but  not  before  it  had  added  twelve  more  deaths  to 
its  number. 

Phthisis. — This  disease  caused  53  deaths,  and  would  give  an  average 
of  2*1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  118-04  per  1,000  deaths. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy  accounted  for  88  deaths,  34 
being  under  5 years  of  age,  and  54  over  5 years.  The  mortality  from 
these  diseases  is  equal  to  3.5  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  195.9  per 
1,000  deaths.

CHOLERA. 

During  this  year  this  country  was  again  threatened  with  a visit  of 
Cholera^  which  necessitated  active  measures  being  taken  by  all  Port 
Authorities. 

As  the  Local  Government  Board  wished  as  much  attention  paid  to 
Coasting  Vessels  as  those  coming  from  foreign  ports,  I was  compelled 
to  suggest  some  practicable  means  of  carrying  out  this  object.  During 
the  last  epidemic  of  Cholera,  I obtained  notice  from  the  Brokers  through 
the  Custom  House  Officials  of  the  expected  arrival  of  vessels,  and  they,  as  . 
a rule,  were  able  to  name  by  what  tide  the  vessels  would  come  in.  This 
acted  very  well  in  respect  of  steamships,  but  sailing  vessels  were  not  to 
be  depended  on. 

When  I expected  a steamer,  I used  to  go  to  No.  7 buoy  as  soon  as 
the  tide  had  risen  sufficiently  to  allow  the  steam  lauuch  to  float,  and  wait 
about  till  the  vessel  arrived.  In  some  instances,  the  vessels  had  been 
“ pulled  up  ” at  the  Quarantine  Station  awaiting  my  arrival. 

This  year,  however,  I had  all  vessels  examined  in  Dock  by  twro 
Inspectors,  and  if  they  saw  any  indication  of  illness  among  members  of 
the  crew,  I was  immediately  informed,  and  proceeded  at  onco  to  examine 
the  same. 

The  Pilots  also  had  instructions  not  to  bring  any  vessel  into  the 
Harbour,  if  the  vessels  had  not  clean  bills  of  health. 

The  measures  taken  acted  very  well,  and  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  vessels  were  improved  greatly,  as  was  noticed  on  the  next  arrival  of 
the  vessels  into  port. 

In  order  to  visit  all  vessels  before  coming  into  the  Harbour  it  would 
be  necessary  to  have  officers  to  do  this  work  alone,  working  night  and 
day. 

The  Pever  Hospital  was  erected  near  the  Slag  Bank,  in  the  Car- 
marthenshire Dock  District 

Influenza. — This  disease  is  still  in  this  district,  but  the  number  of 
cases  varies  according  to  the  weather.  If  the  weather  is  cold  and  dry 
the  disease  is  kept  in  abeyance  ; but  damp  seems  to  favour  its  spread. 
This  year  Influenza,  apparently,  affects  the  throat  more  than  in  former 
years.  There  were  only  two  deaths  reported  from  this  malady. 


SANITARY  WORK  CARRIED  ON  DURING  THE  YEAR, 


Appended  to  this  report  will  be  found  the  usual  analysis  of  houses, 
which  shows  that  the  number  of  houses  inhabited  during  the  year  was 
4,773,  an  increase  of  ICO  on  the  previous  year.

On  account  of  there  being  no  system  of  drainage  to  carry  off  the 
surface  water  from  the  Forge  district,  I consider  it  of  great  importance 
that  builders  should  arrange  a damp-proof  course  to  prevent  water  rising 
in  the  walls  of  the  houses  from  the  earth  beneath. 

The  following  are  answers  of  the  Inspector  to  questions  addressed  to 
him  by  myself  : — 

1.  Number  of  houses  visited  in  the  district? — All.  Some  districts 
are  visited  very  frequently. 

2.  Number  of  houses  reported  unfit  for  human  habitation? — 25. 

3.  Number  of  them  closed  ? Notices  have  been  given  to  close  them 
all ; some  have  been  partly  repaired.  Proceedings  to  be  taken  in  the 
others,  and  a general  report  of  cottages  unfit  for  habitation  to  be  made  by 
order  of  the  Board. 

4.  Total  number  of  houses  reported  ? — 152. 

5.  Number  of  nuisances  reported  ? — 222. 

6.  Number  of  these  remedied  ? — 167. 

7.  Total  number  of  complaints  recorded  in  the  books  ? — 311, 

8.  Cases  in  which  proceedings  have  been  taken  ? — 12 

9.  Pesult  of  proceedings  ? — Orders  obtained  in  all.  Fines  from 
2s.  6d.  to  5s.  in  1 1 cases,  1 let  free  on  paying  costs. 

10.  Number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  ?— 7. 

11.  Number  of  cases  abated  ? — 7. 

12.  Complaints  of  smell  from  sewer  ventilation? — 3,  viz.:  sewer 
running  in  the  lane  isti?S§K.  between  Bethania  Chapel  and  Cornish-place, 
New  Dock:  this  nuisance  could  be  brought  to  a minimum  if  extra  ventila- 
t were  placed  between  the  ones  at  present  in  this  sewer,  so  as  to  have 
freer  ventilation. 

The  complaint  made  in  Amos-street  is  owing  to  a ventilating  shaft 
placed  in  the  de&d^gfi^of  the  sewer ; it  was  recommended  to  make  this 
shaft  about  five  feet 
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the  ground. 


The  other  case  'is  at  the  bottom  of  Thomas-street,  and  is  due,  I 
believe,  to  the  rapid  flow  of  the  sewerage  down  Tbomas-street  coming 
suddenly  on  the  flat,  and  thus  causing  great  pressure  within  the  sewer. 

13.  Foul  condition  of  watercourses  ? — The  brick  gutter  in  the  Forge 
is  cleaned  twice  weekly.  Into  Gutter  Goch,  eight  water-closets  from 
Lower  Ann-street  were  discovered  emptying  their  contents  ; they  have 
now  been  disconnected.  The  Dolau  river  is  cleaned  periodically,  and  the 
open  sewer  at  New  Dock  called  the  Northern  Channel  Outlet  becomes  at 
times  a nuisance  from  the  foul  gasses  emanating  from  it. 

14.  Closets  without  proper  flushing  apparatus  ? — 108  with  taps 
instead  of  cisterns,  40  of  these  have  been  put  right,  and  notices  have 
been  served  and  proceedings  to  be  taken  in  the  others. 

15.  Premises  having  no  sufficient  drainage  ? — When  the  sewer  does 
not  come  within  reach  the  drains  empty  themselves  over  fields,  and 
become  nuisances,  especially  in  the  summer  time. 

16.  Nuisances  from  offensive  trades  ? -The  Tallow  Work  on  Swan- 
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sea-road ; this  was  reported  on,  and  the  proprietor  advised  to  work 
during  certain  hours. 

17.  Common  lodging  houses,  number  and  condition? — 3 Eegistered, 
viz.  : Prospect-place,  Swansea-road  and  Upper  Water-street.  3 Un- 
registered, viz.  : William-street,  Swansea-road  and  Union  Square. 
All  kept  in  good  condition. 

18.  Dairies  and  cowsheds,  number  and  condition? — 63.  All  kept  in 
fair  condition  ; still  there  is  room  for  re-arrangements  in  some  of  them. 

19.  Is  present  scavenging  sufficient  ? — Yes.  Owing  to  complaints,  3 
extra  carts  have  been  added,  bringing  the  number  to  9,  each  cart  laving 
a certain  district. 

VENTILATION. 

There  are  215  houses  with  imperfect  windows  and  fireplaces,  as 
against  226  last  year.

RESERVOIR. 

The  drought  of  1893  commenced  on  March  4th,  and  unfortunately  it 
was  deemed  necessary  to  lower  the  water  in  the  Reservoir  to  46  feet  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  certain  works.  When  the  water  had  fallen 
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to  2S  feet  10^-  inches,  the  supply  to  the  chief  works  was  cut  off  on  tho 
4th  May. 

On  October  9th,  the  Reservoir  having  lisen  to  39  feet  1 inch,  the  water 
was  turned  on  for  the  supply  of  the  works. 

The  Rainfall  from  the  commencement  of  the  drought  to  September 
26th  was  14*97  inches.

THE  RAINFALL  FOR  THE  YEAR 

taken  at  Cwmlliedi  Reservoir  was  41*60  inches,  and  rain  fall  during 
186  days. 

Fortunately,  during  this  drought  there  was  sufficient  water  for 
domestic  purposes  and  for  the  flushing  of  the  water-closets,  but  the 
sewer  in  some  parts  of  the  town  needed  scouring  badly  during  this 
period.

The  sample  was  very  slightly  turbid,  but  on  standing  it  became 
clear,  and  a slight  brown  deposit  was  found,  consisting  chiefly  of  Oxide 
of  Iron. 

The  foregoing  results  show  that  this  water  is  of  a very  fair  quality 
for  domestic  uses,  and  I have  no  doubt  but  that  it  would  be  a first-class 
water,  if  efficiently  filtered. 

This  sample  was  taken  on  May  1st,  when  the  Reservoir  was  very 
low,  and  is  therefore  very  satisfactory. 

Information  was  asked  for  by  the  Home  Office  relating  to  Out- 
workers under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  Very  few  of  the  classes 
referred  to  under  this  Act  are  to  be  found  at  Llanelly,  the  tradesmen 
having  as  a rule  the  workpeople  on  their  own  premises.  I sent  the 
information  needed  to  H.  M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 
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The  Public  Abattoir  is  regularly  inspected,  and  is  kept  in  good 
order.  I have  not  received  any  complaints  that  this  building  is  in  any 
way  a nuisance  to  the  district.
